Dress  Standards  Spar 
Campas-Wide  Effort 


Curious  about  the  six  foot 
posters  in  the  Quad  area? 
Wondering  about  the  “For  The 
Strength  of  The  Youth”  booklets 
being  passed  out? 

The  answer  to  these  questions 
and  other  immediate 
developments  can  be  summed  up 
in  three  words— CONFRONTA- 
TION-CONTEMPLATION-CO- 
MMITTENT,  a new  program 
begun  by  the  Student  Fashion 
Council. 

This  Council,  composed  of 
students  representing  the  various 
clubs,  organizations  and  general 
student  body,  has  been  working 
to  clarify  dress  standards  at  BYU. 

As  the  result  of  much 
deliberation  and  actual  “soul 
searching,”  new  efforts  are  being 
made  to  encourage  students  to 
follow  school  and  Church  dress 
standards. 

The  photo  posters  are  examples 
of  dress  considered  appropriate  by 
the  student  committee.  The 
booklet  states  the  Church’s 
position  on  the  subject. 

As  written,  it  says,  “Modesty 
cannot  be  determined  by  inches 
or  fit  since  that  which  looks 
modest  on  one  person  may  not  be 


protection  for  the  youth  of  the 
Church  and  is  one  of  the  Lord’s 
ways  to  help  them  live  clean, 
wholesome  lives.” 

The  Fashion  Council,  requested 
by  President  Wilkinson  and  under 
the  direction  of  Dean  of  Women, 
Lucille  Petty,  has  used  the  above 
statement  as  its  guide. 

“We  do  not  advocate  strict, 
rigid  enforcement  of  hard,  fast 
rules.  We  do  advocate  a program 
whereby  the  students  of  BYU  and 
the  entire  youth  of  the  Church 
can  make  stronger  committments 
to  the  ideals  of  Christ,’’ 
announced  the  group. 

“We  simply  want  the  students 
to  re-evaluate  where  they  stand  in 
relationship  to  Church  standards 
and  then  make  their  own  personal 
decision,”  explained  Mari  Ann 
Taylor,  a member  of  the  Fashion 
Council. 

In  light  of  school  policy, 
however,  the  ban  on  slacks  in  the 
library  and  on  campus  is  being 
re-enforced.  Beginning  this 
Thursday,  girls  wearing  slacks  in 
the  library  will  be  asked  to  leave. 

The  faculty  has  also  been  sent 
notices  from  Vice  President  of 
Academics  at  BYU,  Dr.  Robert 
Thomas,  asking  their  support  of

Pres.  Brown  Credits 
Freedom  Of  Mind 


“One  of  the  most  important 
things  in  the  world  is  freedom  of 
the  mind,  from  which  all 
freedoms  spring,”  President  Hugh 
B.  Brown  said  at  Tuesday’s 
Devotional  assembly. 

“Now  this  sort  of  freedom  is 
dangerous,  for  one  cannot  think 
right  without  running  the  risk  of 
thinking  wrong,’’  the  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  continued. 

Deeper  thought,  he  said,  is  the 
answer  to  the  darker  of  mental 
freedom.  “More  thinking  is 
required,  and  we  call  upon  you 
students  to  exercise  your 
God-given  right  to  think  through 
every  issue  which  is  presented  to 
you  . . . insist  upon  your  right  to 
examine  every  proposition.” 

President  Brown  emphasized 
the  importance  of  respect  for 
constituted  authority  and 
patriotism  as  he  read  a statement 
signed  by  all  five  members  of  the 
First  Presidency. 

The  statement  reaffirmed  the 
position  expressed  in  the  Twelfth 
Article  of  Faith:  “We  believe  in 
being  subject  to  kings,  presidents, 
rulers  and  magistrates,  in  obeying, 
honoring  and  sustaining  the  law.” 


It  also  expressed  “complete 
confidence  in  elected  officials,  in 
whom,”  President  Brown 
interpolated,  “some  of  us  have  no 
confidence.’ 

Turning  to  the  United  Nations, 
the  speaker  read  a series  of 
statements  by  all  of  the  U.S. 
presidents  in  office  since  the 
organization  was  formed,  quoting 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  as  saying, 
‘‘The  United  States  stands 
squarely  and  unequivocally  in 
support  of  the  United  Nations.” 

Certain  individuals,  he  said, 
“who  should  support  Eisenhower 
have  shamelessly  forgotten  his 
wise  advice.” 

Returning  to  the  issue  of 
freedom  and  the  law,  President 
Brown  called  on  his  listeners  to 
exercise  “increased  responsibility 
and  increased  sagacity  in  decision 
making.”  Lawlessness,  he  said,  is 
the  “last  desperate  response  of 
muddled  mankind.” 

Understanding  the  fundamental 
laws  around  which  “every  issue 
coheres”  is  one  of  the  values  of 
revealed  religion,  President  Brown 
said,  but  ‘‘our  revealed 
truth  . . . should  not  lead  us  to 
emotional  arrogance  on  the  false 
assumption  that  we  somehow 
have  all  the  answers.”

A Unique  Place 

Editors  Note:  This  is  reprinted  from  the  Chic^o  Tribune  of  May  4,  1969. 

As  the  dust  settles  at  some  campuses  and  others  prepare  to  meet  their 
own  unmakers,  it  is  refreshing  to  take  a look  at  Brigham  Young 
University  in  Provo,  Utah. 

In  some  ways,  it  is  not  very  different  from  Cornell  or  Columbia  or 
California  or  Harvard  or  the  others;  24,000  students;  an  excellent 
academic  standing;  an  ROTC;  and  a progressive.  Harvard-trained 
president. 

But  in  other  ways  it  is  almost  unique  these  days.  The  students  are 
clean-cut.  The  hippie  look  is  almost  nonexistent.  Students  stand  when 
the  “Star  Spangled  Banner”  is  played.  The  ROTC  is  respected  and 
growing.  Classes  are  well-taught  and  well-attended.  Brigham  Young  has 
never  had  a serious  demonstration. 

We  can  almost  hear  the  taunting  voices  of  the  “free  speech”  and 
“democratic  society”  crowd  shouting  “teachers’  pets,”  “chicken,”  and 
“irrelevant  to  social  needs.”  But  with  all  due  respect  for  the  deep 
thinking  and  brilliant  logic  of  these  remarks,  we  think  it  worth 
exploring  Brigham  Young’s  not-so-secret  recipe  for  peace,  education 
and  progress. 

First  it  is  a religious  school  run  by  the  Mormon  church  and  has  a long 
tradition  of  discipline.  We’re  not  saying  that  every  college  can  or  should 
adopt  its  rigid  rules  against  drinking  and  even  smoking;  but  the  fact  that 
these  rules  are  adhered  to  without  riotous  protests  suggests  a respect  for 
authority  and  tradition  that  is  rapidly  disappearing  at  other  institutions 
with  vastly  more  years  and  tradition  behind  them.  The  students  at 
Brigham  Young  seem  to  be  more  interested  in  getting  a good  education 
than  in  reforming  everything  in  sight. 

Brigham  Young  has  maintained  high  standards  of  admission,  but  not 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  poor  or  of  minorities.  True,  there  are  very  few 
Negroes  enrolled,  but  this  is  only  because  there  are  few  Negroes  in  Utah 
and  few  applications  from  Negroes.  The  university  does  have  200 
American  Indians  students  and  100  Polynesians,  and  has  a broad  and 
generous  program  of  scholarships. 

Brigham  Young’s  faculty  is  generally  as  interested  in  providing  a good 
education  as  the  students  are  in  getting  one. 

As  for  what  is  called  social  involvement,  Utah  has  for  some  time  had 
the  best  record  in  the  country  in  terms  of  voter  participation.  In  the 
1968  election,  76.1  per  cent  of  eligible  Utah  voters  cast  their  ballots, 
whereas  the  national  average  was  only  61  per  cent  and  in  New  York  and 
California,  where  the  shouting  against  the  “establishment”  seems  to  be 
loudest,  the  figures  were  even  lower. 

Utah’s  concern  for  community  affairs  is  reflected,  logically  enough, 
in  the  desire  to  provide  and  to  obtain  a good  education  at  Brigham 
Young  with  a minimum  of  disruption.  Outsiders  had  better  look  to 
their  own  record  before  trying  to  tell  us  that  Utah  is  out  of  step. 
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Letters. . . 

I wonder  also  if  Brother  Benson 
is  prepared  to  accept  the  military, 
political,  and  economic 
consequences  of  his  suggestions? 
Will  he  risk  involving  this  nation 
in  a possible  total  Asian  land  war 
on  the  tenuous  claim  of  Chaing 
Kai-shek  that  his  600,000  man 
army  can  destroy  a 3,500,000 
man  standing  Red  Chinese  army 
and  a home  guard  of  100  million 
men  and  that  90%  of  the  Chinese 
population  will  rally  to  his  side? 
That  claim  is  terribly  poor  odds 
for  risking  so  many  American 
lives.  Brother  Benson  is  suggesting 
that  we  risk  making  the  very 
mistake  against  which  Douglas 
MacArthur  vehemently  warned  us. 

But  suppose  Red  China  does 
not  involve  herself  and  that  we 
effectively  prevent  the  Army  of 
North  Vietnam  from  seeking  a 
sanctuary  there.  Then  still,  are  we 
willing  to  accept  the  consequences 
of  Ezra  Taft  Benson’s  suggestion. 
How  many  more  billions  from  a 
burdened,  heated  economy  will  be 
needed  to  maintain  the  war  at  a 
“total  level”  for  any  period  of 
time?  To  find  and  destroy  or 
pacify  a guerilla  army  can  hardly 
be  accomplished  quickly.  How 
many  more  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  troops  will  have  to 
be  sent?  Will  the  American 
citizenry  bear  up  under  these 
burdens  when  even  the  thought  of 
a small  escalation  is  distasteful? 
Will  they  accept  the  inevitable 
rationing  of  steel  products,  etc,, 
higher  taxes  and/or  an  expansion 
of  the  national  debt?  Are  we 
willing  to  submit  many  more  to 
the  army  environment,  which  can 
have  such  a deteriorating  effect  on 
personal  morality?  And  are  we 
willing  to  simultaneously  contend 
with  the  crises  that  the 
communists  would  manufacture 
in  South  America,  Europe,  and 
the  Middle  East  to  divide  our 
effort  and  take  advantage  of  our 
diverted  attention. 

Brother  Benson  said  that 
(MiUtary)  Victory  is  Peace,  that  a 
total  American  victory  in  Viet 
Nam  would  save  our  army  from 
having  to  fight  elsewhere.  When 
was  victory  peace;  World  War  II, 
World  War  I,  the  Revolutionary 
War,  the  Hundred  Years’  War,  the 
victories  of  the  Roman  Empire,  or 
the  Nephites?  Victory  is  not 
Peace! 

Perhaps,  perhaps,  some  form  of 
containment  is  the  best  policy.

A CONTAINMENT  WAR 
Dear  Editor: 

Since  Ezra  Taft  Benson  limited 
Tuesday’s  devotional  speech  to  his 
personal  views,  I would  hope  that 
some  open  criticism  of  his 
alternative  policy  for  Viet  Nam  is 
permissible. 

Although  he  did  present  his 
opinions,  still  he  is  a prominent 
member  and  official  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  Even  his 
personal  opinions  ought  to  be 
consistent  with  the  religious 
philosophy  of  his  Church. 
However,  it  seems  to  me  that 
there  exist  inconsistencies  in  his 
criticism  of  the  current  policy  of 
containment,  and  that  the 
consequences  of  his  alternative 
may  perhaps  be  more  than  we 
would  want  to  accept. 

Brother  Benson  proposed  that  a 
“total  war,”  meaning  everything 
necessary  short  of  nuclear 
weapons,  be  carried  directly  into 
North  Viet  Nam.  He  should  have 
added  that  this  total  war  would 
also  have  to  be  extended  into  the 
territories  of  Laos  and  Cambodia, 
if  we  are  to  effectively  deny  the 
North  Vietnamese  Army  a 
sanctuary  from  which  to  attack 
the  South. 

Yet  the  doctrine  of  his  Church 
is  replete  with  a philosophy  of 
purely  defensive  warfare.  Never 
has  the  idea  of  offense  for  a 
defensive  purpose  been  advocated 
in  the  Mormon  Scriptures.  As  for 
sanctuaries  and  containment, 
those  same  books  and  the  history 
of  the  LDS  Church  contain  ample 
precedence  for  such  poUcies. 
Never  once  did  the  Nephite  armies 
strike  into  the  Lamanite  Nation, 
even  when  they  realized  an  attack 
was  imminent.  They  waited  for 
the  Lamanites  to  leave  the 
“sanctuary.”  And  never  did 
Joseph  Smith  allow  the  Nauvoo 
Legion  to  strike  offensively  at  the 
Illinois-Missouri  mobs,  although  it 
was  powerful  enough  to  destroy 
the  persecutors.  Is  Brother 
Benson’s  suggestion  consistent 
with  the  history  and  doctrine  of 
his  Church?  What  right  does  any 
Latter-day  Saint  have  to  advocate 
we  send  out  full  conventional 
military  strength  against  a 
substantial  part  of  South  East 
Asia.

Group  Hears 
Governor 

Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  of 
Utah  Monday  night  received  the 
annual  achievement  award  of  Pi 
Sigma  Alpha,  national  honorary 
political  science  fraternity,  at  a 
banquet  at  Brigham  Young 
University. 

The  BY'U  chapter  honored  the 
governor  for  his  efforts  to 
streamline  state  government  since 
his  election  in  1964. 

In  his  response,  Gov.  Rampton 
outlined  Utah  political  history 
and  pointed  out  that  the  founders 
placed  numerous  restrictions  on 
the  chief  executive.  “The  problem 
is  to  achieve  efficient  government 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people 
without  excessive  executive 
control,”  he  said. 

He  explained  that  in  1964  there 
were  157  separated  departments 
and  it  was  impossible  for  the 
governor  to  get  around  to  them 
all.  The  Little  Hoover 
Commission,  charged  with 
improvement  of  government 
operation,  consolidated  these 
under  eleven  heads  responsible  to 
a coordinating  council  and  later  to 
the  governor. 

He  said  the  new  consolidated 
higher  education  board  will  have 
three  problems:  to  achieve  a 
balance  in  orientation  to  the 
various  schools,  to  gain 
confidence  of  the  people  and 
schools,  and  to  assert  authority.
